been  cut  off,  &c.  It  would  not  be  at  all  agreeable  to  a good  and  faithful  Saint 
to  find,  in  after  years,  that  opposite  his  name  on  the  conference  record,  the 
brief  words  “ cut  off”  were  recorded,  when,  in  fact,  he  had  been  faithful  to  the 
covenants  he  had  made  with  God,  and  stood  well  in  the  estimation  of  his  breth- 
ren ; neither  would  he  like  to  find  his  epitaph  written  upon  the  conference 
record,  through  the  error  of  the  Secretary  of  the  branch  of  which  he  was  then  a 
living  member : attention  to  the  above  will  avoid  all  such  disagreeable  occur- 
rences.

thus  the  leaven,  planted  by  out  faithful  brethren,  will  ferment  and  work,  until 
thousands  of  the  honest  in  heart  will  be  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Truth, 
and  rejoice  with  them  in  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel. 

The  Teacis  have  been  the  means  of  doing  great  good : with  them  we  have 
been  enabled  to  introduce  the  knowledge  of  the  first  principles  of  the  Gospel  to 
tens  of  thousands  of  persons,  to  whom  we  could  not  have  obtained  access  in 
any  other  way.  Many  of  our  faithful  brethren  and  sisters  have  been  enabled 
to  prove  their  zeal  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  by  their  works  : the  Lord  has 
been  with  them  ; and  in  being  the  bearers  of  the  message  of  life  and  salvation 
to  others,  they  have  found  that  the  surest  way  to  obtain  blessings  for  themselves 
is  to  become  instruments  in  the  hands  of  God  in  communicating  blessings  to 
those  by  whom  they  are  surrounded.

They  ha  ve  forgotten  that  seed  sown  must  have  time 
to  germinate  ; they  have  forgotten  that  the  Gospel  is  the  power  of  God  unto 
thoemdemnatim  of  all  those  who  will  reject  it,  as  well  as  the  power  of  God  unto 
the  salvation  of  all  those  who  will  obey  it ; they  have  forgotten  that  the  worldly- 
minded  and  disobedient  are  to  be  condemned  by  the  Gospel,  and  the  righteous 
saved  by  it ; they  have  forgotten  that  except  m.ankind  hear  the  Gospel  they  can 

neither  be  saved  nor  condemned  by  it;— and,  in  their  forgetfulness,  they  have 

become  weary  of  well-doing.  I am  rejoiced  to  be  enabled  to  say  th,at  the  majority 
of  the  Presidents  of  branches,  and  the  Saints  under  their  charge,  labour  from 
principle,  and  do  not  ran  by  sight.  They  realize  that  it  they  work  righteousness, 
they  will  in  no  wise  loose  their  reward ; that  their  blessings  will  not  depend  upon 
the  alacrity  with  which  men  may  or  may  not  receive  the  message  they  bear.

They  fainted  not,  and  the  Lord  greatly  blessed  them  for  the  faithful  manner  in 
which  they  performed  their  ministry  ; and  he  will  also  bless  you  for,  all  your 
sacrifices,  your  labor  and  toil  in  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  whether  the  people 
receive  your  message  or  not.  „ , 

The  General  Book  and  Star  Agency  of  the  Conference  has  been  changed. 
Elder  Cook  has  resigned  the  Book  and  Star  Agency  and  the  Treasurership  of 
the  Perpetual  Emigration  Fund  into  the  hands  of  Elder  Thomas  C.  Armstrong.

for  all  monies  received  before  the  tenth  of  each  month,  in  the  parcel  of  Stars 
for  the  fifteenth  of  each  month ; and  for  all  monies  received  between  the  tenth 
and  twenty-fifth  of  each  month,  in  the  parcel  of  Stars  for  the  first  of  the  follow- 
ino-  month.  If  he  should  at  ,a«y  time  neglect  to  do  this,  the  Presidents^  of 
branches,  or  all  who  may  have  charge  of  the  funds  sent,  are  requested  to  write, 
directhj,  and  inform  him  of  the  omission.  With  this  Circular,  a balance  sheet 
will  be  sent  to  each  branch,  shewing  the  amount  standing  against  them  at  the 
date  of  Elder  Cook’s  resignation.  The  President  of  each  branch  is  requested 
oto  see,  without  delay,  whether  the  balance  sheet  agrees  with  the  Sub-Agent’s 
•niicounts  or  not,  and  report  the  same  to  Elder  Armstrong  by  the  16th  of  October. 


If  this  is  not  done  by  each  branch  in  the  time  specified,  their  silence  will  be 
taken  as  an  acknowledgment  of  the  correctness  of  the  account  sent,  and  all  future 
settlements  will  be  founded  upon  the  acknowledged  correctness  of  the  balance 
sheet  dated  September  10th,  1851.  If  the  General  Agent’s  accounts  are  found 
incorrect,  let  the  Sub-Agents  send  in  their  bills  and  receipts  from  the  datepf 'their 
last  settlement,  with  their  statement  of  the  matter,  to  my  address  by  the  time 
specified,  and  I will  act  as  their  agent  in  the  settlement  of  the  diserepency. 

Conference  Fund.— The  Presidents  of  branches  are  requested  to  send  m 
their  donations  to  this  fund  as  soon  as  convenient,  that  the  liabilities  of  the 
Conference  may  be  discharged.  This  fund  has  been  productive  of  a great  deal

' Tme  Tracts  have  been  the  means  of  doing  great  good : with  them  we  have 
been  enabled  to  introduce  the  knowledge  of  the  first  principles  of  the  Gospel  to 
s of  thousands  of  persons,  to  whom  we  could  not  have  obtained  access  in 
other  w’ay.  Many  of  our  faithful  brethren  and  sisters  have  been  enabled 
rove  their  zeal  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  by  their  works  : the  Lord  has 
n with  them  ; and  in  being  the  bearers  of  the  message  of  life  and  salvation 
‘thers,  they  have  found  that  the  surest  way  to  obtain  blessings  for  themselves 
o become  instruments  in  the  hands  of  God  in  communicating  blessings  to 
se  by  whom  they  are  surrounded.  Some  have  become  discouraged  in  the 
-ulation  of  tracts,  because  they  do  not  see  that  astounding  results  follow  their 
ours ; and,  like  some  unfortunate  individuals  spoken  of  in  Scripture,  they  have 
run  well  for  a season ! They  have  forgotten  that  seed  sown  must  have  time 
^rminate ; they  have  forgotten  that  the  Gospel  is  the  power  of  God  unto 
ndemnaimn  of  all  those  who  will  reject  it,  as  well  as  the  power  of  God  unto 
Ivafion  of  all  those  who  will  obey  it ; they  have  forgotten  that  the  worldly- 

and  disobedient  are  to  be  condemned  by  the  Gospel,  and  the  righteous 

saved  by  it;  they  have  forgotten  that  except  mankind  hear  the  Gospel  they  can 
neither  be  saved  nor  condemned  by  it : — and,  in  their  forgetfulness,  they  have 
become  weary  of  Tell-doing.  I am  rejoiced  to  be  enabled  to  say  that  the  majority 
of  the  Presidents  of  branches,  and  the  Saints  under  their  charge,  labour  from 
principle,  and  do  not  run  by  sight.  They  realize  that  if  they  work  righteousness^ 
they  will  in  no  wise  loose  their  reward ; that  their  blessings  will  not  depend  upon 
the  alacrity  with  which  men  may  or  may  not  receive  the  message  they  bear. 
Brethren  and  Sisters,  be  encouraged  when  I tell  you  that  we  have  made  over 
three  hundred  times  as  many  converts  in  three  months  as  Noah  and  his  three 
sons  did  during  the  long  and  arduous  mission  they  performed  in  their  day. 
They  fainted  not,  and  the  Lord  greatly  blessed  them  for  the  faithful  manner  in 
which  they  performed  their  ministry ; and  he  will  also  bless  you  for  all  your 
sacrifices,  your  labor  and  toil  in  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  whether  the  people 
receive  your  message  or  not.

Tlie  confidence  and  good-will  of  their  Brethren 
nd  Sisters  whom  they  have  left  behind,  and  whose  society  they  yet  hope  to 
mjoy,  is  dear  to  them — is  beyond  price.  How  ignoble,  then,  must  be  the 
pirit  that  will  lead  a man  to  propagate  rumours  in  the  least  detrimental  to 
'•'em  as  men  of  God.
